STARTLING 


The Pensacola’s Launch Sent 
to the Bottom 


By a Torpedo Fired by the Balma- 
ceda Cruiser Condell. 


Five Sailors Who Were Aboard the 
Launch Instantly Killed. 


The Names of the Victims Given— 
The Report Not Believed by 
Naval Officers in 

the East.

New York, July 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A correspondent at 
Callao, Peru, under date of June 24, 
writes to his paper thus: 

“The man-of-war Peusacola of the 
Ubited States navy bas just arrived 
here after an exciting run along the 
Chilean coast,and I send you the first 
news of a thrilling accident at Arica, 
Chile, by which five sailors of the Pen- 
sacola lost their lives. Her steam 
launch was blown up in the harbor of 
Arica by the Chilean torpedo boat Con- 
dell and every Man on board was 
killed. 

»The list of dead includes O. Smith, 
New York; William Hayes, Brooklyn; 
Frank Peckham, Newark, N. J.; 
Teddy O’Rourke, Huntington, L. I.; 
Arthur E. Dykeman, Pearsolls, L. I. 

“The attack took place on the even- 
ing of June 1. The Condell stole into 
the harbor of Arica about 7 p.m. 
There was a heavy fog and objects at 
a distance of 100 yards could not be 
The steam 
launch had left the Pensacola on her 
regular evening trip to the shore, 
and was making her way slowly 
when suddenly those on the 
man- of-war saw the little boat lifted 
completely out of the water, The 
quiet that followed told plainly that 
five men aboard the launch had been 
killed, The search light of the Pensa- 
cola was brought into play and at 
the same instant orders were given 
to lower the boats. The Condell 
was discovered only a short distance 
away. The Chilean cruiser had mis- 
taken the launch for an insurgent boat 
and used the torpedo with deadly 
effect. 

“There was .intense excitement 
aboard both vessels for the next twenty 
minutes. Signalling continued be- 
tween the man-of-war and torpedo 
boat for some time, and when the sit- 
uation of affairs became known 
on the Oondetl ber commander dip- 
ped his colors and sent his 
chief officer aboard the Pensacola. It 
then became known that the expiosion 
of the torpedo was a stupid blunder on 
the part ot the cruiser. Such apologies 
as could be offered were made, but 
the feeling among the comrades of the 
dead sailors was very bitter.“ 

Commodore Irving, commandant at

J have heard nothing of any such 
occurrence,”’ said the Commodore, 
“and it is my belief that there 
is truth in the story.

CHILEAN WAH INCIDENTS, 
Poverty-stricken People—Foreign- 
ers Unable to Get Away. 

PANAMA, July 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Several passengers who 
arrived at Mollendo, June 28, in a Ger- 
man steamer, asserted that the Chilean 
government troops that went from 
Valparaiso to Ccquimbo had started 
for La Serena and destroyed ail war 
material at that place. Commercially 
things were in a bad way at Iquique. 
The condition at Pisagua from the 
effect of the present waris sad. There 
is no work and a majority of the peo-- 
ple are poverty stricken. Regarding 
the late insurrection at Coquimbo, it is 
reported that many of Balmaceda’s 
seidiers, being dissatisfied, abandoned 
the rest of the troops.

Imperial, returued to Valparaiso on 
June 14. From Pisagua they brought

They have also brought cer- 
tain important documents that threwé 
some light on the proceedings at 
Iquigue. The government takes 
greater precautions every day to pre- 
vent those who do not side with it 
from leaving the country, and not- 
withstanding duly guaranteed pass- 
ports, no one that leaves Valparaiso 
can be certain that he will reach his 
destination, for, with or without just 
cause he may be detained at any of the 
other ports held by Balmaceda’s troops 
on the slightest suspicion, |. 8 

How PERU IS AFFECTED. 

Owing to the Chilian government 
having prohibited the exportation ot 
wheat and flour to northern ports, the

Lumber Region. 

GLEN Hazen (Pa.,) July 24.—[By 
the Associated Press.]

THE CALIFORNIA TRAMP. 


He Carries a Blanket and They Call 
Him the Blanket Man. 
[San Francisco Chronicle. 

One ot the peculiar institutions of 
Calitornia is the blauket mau.“ For 
bis existence the glorious climate” 
is of course, largely responsible, yet 
not entirely so. He is all but ubi- 
quitious, though most frequently seen 
along the lines of railroad which af- 
ford the easiest-traveled, if not the 
most direct route from one section of 
the State to another. With his siouch 
hat, duck overalls, woo en shirt and 
faded coat, and a roll of blankets 
slung across his back, or tied in a gun- 
ny suck, be is a familiar figure to all 
railroad travelers. 

When nightfall overtakes the blanket 
carrier he camps in the most conven- 
jent place that may be at hand, the 
only requisite being nearuess to a sup- 
ply of water. If shelter be desired, a 
tie house” is built, provided there 18 
material enough at band. If not, a 
few old ties or boards leaned on the 
top rail of a fence, leaving sufficient 
space for the traveler to stretch him- 
self out in his biankets, answers the 
purpose.

ANOTHER BIG Day AT THIS SEA- 
SIDE RESORT. 


J. de Barth Shorb has been indorsed by 
the California World’s Fair Commissioners 
for chief of the borticultural bureau, at last. 
It is true that the indorsement was not 
unanimous, and there was considerable 
feeling shown, but Mr. Shorb has been in- 
dorsed, and that is a great point to be 
gained. Mr. Shorb’s friends think he is 
„still in it,” and that, if properly managed 
the position can be saved to California by 
the Los Angeles man. The following de- 
tailed account of the meeting is from the 
Examiner of ‘Thursday: ; 

AN EXCITING MEETING. 

A. T. Hatch created a stir at the meeting 
of the California World’s Fair Commission- 
ers yesterday by loudly and vigorously de- 
nouneing M. H. de Young, 

This was not all that was exciting about 
the session. Commissioner James D. Phe- 
lan announced bis discovery of a new man 
for chief of the horticultural bureau, and 
his recc mmendation to indorse him was 
voted down after a struggle. 

Finally, when there had been enough 
fiery language shot back and forth todestroy 
a furtréss a compr mise wageffected and a 
resvlution favorable to J. de Barth Shorb, 
exclusively, was adopted, 

‘Lhe meeting was held with closed doors, 
but the news generated could not have been 
kept iu such ciose quarters by doors three 
times as thick. 

Hatch brought in this resolution: 

To Director-General D.ivis, th: Bard of 
Contrut aui the Loo Directory of the 
Wu rld’s Columb.an Ezp sito. n—GENTL«- 
MEN: Tbe impression seems to prevuil 
throughout the East that California is 
divided in its choice for chief ofthe bureau 
of horticulture. Such is not the case, and 
never bas been. The names of two of 
those who have been rejected were 
not the choice of any, unless a very small 
number, of the people of California—that 
number being a supposediy se f-selected 
two of the National Commission not choseu 
by the people nor suggested by the people 
tor the high positions they were to fil and 
kuown to be in every way improper persons 
forthe place. Therefore, the people et 
C lifornia did not support them and urge 
their confirmation. Another was selected 
and indorsed by all the people of Califurnia 
with ut a dissenting voice. Nothing was 
urged against his qualiflcations or ch rac- 
ter, but he was rejected through the influ 
ences which caused the selection of the 
other two.

Improved Facilities for Handling 
the Crowds That Go to See 
the Charieston—Scenss 
on Board. 


Redondo looked quite like a shipping 
port yesterday. Four passenger steamers 
landed at hef wharf during the day; four 
large lumber scheoners were lying in the 
harbor, one unloading at the pier and the 
others awaiting their turn, and three sail- 
ing vessels were out at sea, passing north- 
ward.

The staunch little tugs began their task

sick passengers. There was a heavy surf, 
though the sea was not as rough as the day 
before. At one time tbe messroom looked 
like a bosp tal, with its crowd of p le-faced 
men and balf-fainting women, who were 
laid out promiscuously, to recover their 
internal equilibrium. ‘The facilities at Re- 
dondo fur accommodating the crowds were 
better in every way than on Thursday. 
Gates admitted the people tc the wharf, and 
only enough were allowed to go out atone 
time to fill the tug. Thousands of people 
stood for hours awaiting their turn. 

Yesterday morning a numberof the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce and 
Bo rd of Trade, with city and county offi- 
cials, went to Redondo in a body, when 
they called on the officers of the Charleston 
and invited them to aitend a banquet in 
this city.

HIS HEAD FILLED WITH SHOT 


Some Queer Facts Brought Out at 
the Coroner’s Inquest-The 
Sheriff at Work on 
the Case. 


Yesterday morning Sheriff Gibson was 
notified by acouple of Chinamen, named 
Yung Sing and Quong Wah, that one of 
their countrymen, Yung Him, one of ag ng 
of ten men cultivating a vegetable garden 
on a portion of the Machada-Charnock 
ranch near La Baflona, had beer murdered 
on the road Thursday evening while re- 


turning from Redondo, and the body 
robbed. 


Coroner Weldon was at once notified, and 
Sheriff Gibson, with Deputies Cruz and 
Russell and the Chinamen, started for the 
place, Coroner Weldon, Dr. M. M. Kan- 
non, and a shorthand reporter followed in a 
few minutes. 

The two parties met at Saenz’s store and 
from there proceeded tw the ranch, which 
is some two or three miles turther, near the 
junction of the Ballona and Redondo roads, 

At the ranch some six or eight Chinamen 
were found gathered about the house, while 
others were going on with their regular 
work in the fields. In the yard stood a 
biood-stained wagon, and in a little. dark 
*“cubby-hoie,” not over six feet square, the 
corpse was found laid out on a bunk. How 
the body was ever got into the place is not 
known; at any rate, the rickety partition 
had to be rem:ved to get it out, and it 
required considerabie persuasion to make 
the heathen lend a hand iu removing the 
body to the outside room or shed. : 

‘The body presented a frightful appear- 
ance, being covried with blovd, and the 
head and face had been daubed over with 
8 me Diack, steck) substance, which gave it 
a very ghastly look, Dr. Kanuon removed 
the substance, when it was found that the 
* hole side of the man's t.ce was filled witb 
small shot, evidently fired at close range, 
some of which had penetrated the brain, 
causing almost instant death, 

Coroner Weiden then proceeded with the 
inquesi, when the foliowing facis came out: 

Tue deceased was named Yung Hm, and 
was one ot a gang of tev who were culti- 
vating the r nech. He ran a wagon to In- 
glewvod and Redondo, peddling vegetables, 
and wasi st seen alive by the Chin men 
wher he left the x neh Thursday morning 
at 3:30 O' clock. Thursday evening about 
7:80 o’clock the team waiked into the yard 
with the Chinaman lying on a pile of boxes 
in the wagon, stove dead. The Chinamen 
said that one of the pockets of the dead 
man’s clothing was turned inside out, but 
when the body was examined by the Cor- 
oner $17 in gold and silver was found inone 
of the other puckets.. This was ali the 
Chinamen knew about the case. They said 
he had never had any difficuity with any 
one, and there was bo reason, so far as 
known, for any Chinaman to want him got 
outof the way. 

Jesus Saez, who tuns a store near the 
ranch, passed the dead man on the Redondo 
road, just afier crossing the summit, and 
this was the last seen of ulm alive, so far as 
known. 

Joe Tucker, who has a ranch in the 
vicinity, saw the team pass after dark, and 
saw the Chinaman lying asleep, as be sup- 

ed, on the bexes, Later, however, 
hinamen had come to his hause and told 
him that the man bad been murdered, and 
he bad then gone along the road until he 
eme to the blood spots, where he thought 
the man had been shot. 

William B. Sanford, a nephew of Tuack- 

er, gaye some information that created a 


decided sensation, Sanford said that he 


was walking along the Bal'ona road. about 
three-quarters of a mile from where the 
first bieod spots were found, about 4 o'clock 
in the afteru eon, when he met a couple of 
young men. armed with shotguns, and fol- 


lowed by à red and White setter dog. The 


men were coming from the direction of In- 
xiewood, and were evidentiy on a hunting 
trip. The young men called to him, ask- 
ing how far it was to the Billona, He told 
them, and they then turned back to the 
slouwh to getacirink of water. He went 
on his wav, and left the young men wind- 
ing about ‘o the bushes.” The men were 
apparently somewhat under the influence 
of liquor, 

As the Chinaman had been shot with 
smal! shot, such as a hunter would use, and 
the position of the wounds showed th.tthe 

un had been fired from the ground, the 

irection being inward and upward, Young 
Sanford’s testimony was regarded as very 
important, 

The jury, after seme deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict to the effect that the de- 
ceased died from the effects of a gunshot 
wound fired from a shotgun in the banda of 
some person unknown, and thatthe killing 
was for the purpose of robbery. 

(ne theory of the kiliing, after Sand- 
ford’s state ment was made, was that the 
kiiling ot the Chinaman was accidentul, 
That the’young men referred to, while un- 
der the influence of liquor. came across the 
Chinaman on his way home, and took a 
shot at him to scare bim, intending to shoot 
over his head. In pulling the trigger, the 
muzzie was depressed, and instead of the 
charge passing harmlessly over his head, it 
landed im his brain, Seeing the Chinaman 
fall, the boys may hu ve rushed up to the 
w gon, and seeing that the man was dead, 
turned the pocket nearest to them wrong 
side wut, to create the impression that rob- 
bery was the motive, aud then made off in 
the darkness, 

The finding of 217 in the dead China- 
man's pocket is regarded as supp.rting 
this theory, but the jury could not see it in 
this way. A majority were of the opinion 
that robbery was the motive, a that 
the murderers had been frightené@ of be- 
fore they could make a search, or that per- 
haps, thinking that they had got all his 
money from the rifled pocket, did not look 
for more. 

Sheriff Gibson will do everything in his

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SINGULAR SUICIDE. 


Albert Browning Takes His 
| Own Life. 


CASE OF TOOTHACHE THE CAUSE 


Unable to Get Rellef, He Blew Out 
His Brains—Pacts Brought 
Out at the in- 
quest. 


One of the most singular suicides that has 
been committed in these parts since the 
memory of the oldest inhabitant runneth not 
to the contrary took place in Vernon night 
before last. Coroner Weldon was notified 
early yesterday morning and at once pro- 
ceeded to the home of the dead man, Alfred 
F. Browning, where an inquest was held. 

From the evidence of the deceased’s wite 
and others, a common case of toothache 
drove him to take his life. 7 

For three or four days he had been suffer- 


ing from tceothache, aud for some reason he 
could get no relief. 


Thursday Browning visited the morgue, 
where he examined the body of Miles Dodd, 
who shot himself, and asked a number of 
questions about the dead man and the man- 
ner of his death, seeming to take consider- 
able interest in the tragedy. 

That night when he went home, his teeth 
continued to bother him, and he retired in 
great pain. To relieve bim as much as 
possible Mrs, Browning prepared a solution 
and bathed bis face until he quieted down 
and she thought he had gone to sieep. 

She was tired out herself, so she went to 
sleep, and knew nothing. until she heard 
the report ofa pistol and hurried to her 
husband’s side. She still thought he was 
asleep, but discovered her mistake when 
phe turned the light up and found a pistol 
in his hand, She fainted, and when she re- 
covered she hurried from the house and 
called for help, but her husband was dead, 
and nothing could be done, 

He was 38 veers of age, always seemed to 
be in his right mind, but she remembered 
hearing him say once that he wanted to 

imself, but she thought he was 
joking. 


The jury found a verdict in accordance 
with the above facts, but it is safe to say 
that this is the firsttime in the history of 
suicides that a man has taken his own life 
because of a toothache.

A New Industry. 
— [American Farmer, | 

A Georgia farmer has started a new 
industry in growing beavers for their 
skins. Since the prospective failure 
of the seal fisheries beaver skins are 
the next best substitute for seals. He 
owns 1000 acres up and down a creek 
which is a natural home for the beavers. 
In summer they scatter each one for 
himself, but in winter they come to- 
gether in their homes beside the 


streams where they have dammed tle 


water. He grows corn to feed them, 
and finds that they eat it as readily as 
hogs. Mostofthe time they forage 
for themselves, but feeding makes 
them tame and easily caught. The 
beaver breeds rapidly, two to six in a 
litter, and often two litters in a year. 
The skin of the beaver is now worth 
$10 each, and next season he expects 
to furnish between 200 and 300 skins 


~ surplus males, leaving the young 


and breeding females to increase the 
flock. The flesh of the beaver, proper- 
ly cooked, is an excellent food. 


Land for Celery. — 

The best soil for growing celery is a 
rich black muck, with, if possible, a 
little rotted manure to give it more 
available nitrogen than black muck 
usually possesses. The soil should be 
kept moist, but free from stagnant 
water, and therefore needs to be 
drained deeply. Land fit for celery- 
growing will command good prices, for 
celery, when well grown, is a profit- 
farmer who has a 
black muck swamp should celery 
on asmall piece of it. If the land is 
not at first fit for celery, manure it 
more and try again. New land may 

rich enough for other crops 
with manure, but not for celery, which 


is a heavy feeder. 


Manure and Pear Blight. 

No manure of any heating kind 
should be applied to pear trees before 
August, and September would be still 

better. Neither should there be any 
more stirring of the soil under pear 
trees than is necessary to keep down 
weeds.

Now that there 
was energy to spare in this line, it was 
fitting, he said, and natural that atten- 
tion should again turn to the improve- 
ment of the old highways.

“I need not remind you,” he said, 
“that the agricultural interests of a 
state, of a nation and of the world are 
its greatest interests. Nor yet, need I 
urge before you, that the interests of this 
great industry are in peril here in New 
Jersey, as well as in every other state of 
the Union. These interests need some 
impetus, some revival, much and im- 
mediate encouragement. 

That there is a crisis upon us, that it is 
well nigh at its height, that we farmers 
in New Jersey must, as is now so com- 
mon with farmers in the New England 
states, utterly abandon our farms or 
speedily avail ourselves of some resusci- 
tating remedy, is manifest to every ore 
who has practieal knowledge of the sub- 


“That remedy is to be found in the 
improvement of our public roads, and 
the time for us to avail ourselves of it is 
now. Let the state, then, build or put 
in order two good carriage roads, one 
extending from the most southerly point 
of Cape May county to the most northerly 

int of Sussex county; the other cross- 

the state, say, from Newark to Cam- 
den, thus opening up the state centrally 
from north to south and from east to 
west its entire length and width. These 
rofiis should follow the line of roads al- 
ready laid as public highways. 

A commission should be created and 
a competent engineer employed, with 
whose aid the commission should desig- 
nate existing roads as portions of the 
proposed state roads, and provision 
should be made for their construction 
and care at the expense of the state. 
The state roads should be constructed in 
the most stientific and substantial man- 
ner so as to serve the chief purposes of 
such public improvements, the purposes 
of travel and transportation, and also as 
object lessons for the construction of 
tributaries all over the state. It is won- 
derful, we have all observed, how im- 
provements of every kind multiply, if 
there is opportunity for the people to see 
their advantages, to study and spell 
them out for themselves. It involves 
pride of opinion, a characteristic of all 
men. Tributaries would surely and 
rapidly follow and multiply as one of 
the results of the improved roads. Two 
such roads would extend over from 200 
to 800 miles (the length of the state being 
167 miles and the average breadth fifty 
miles) and the roads would cost from 
$2,000,000 to $5,000,000. 

Can we build these two state roads? I 
inquire from a financial standpoint. We 
have no state debt of any account and 
our population is not far from 1,500,000 
in round numbers. The Brooklyn bridge 
was commenced in 1870, when the city of 
Brooklyn had but one-third the popula- 
tion we have now in this state. The 
bridge cost $15,000,000, and Brooklyn 
paid, if 1 am correctly informed, about 
two-thirds of the entire cost, or $10,000,- 
000. Union county, in this state, with a 
population of less than 67,000, has built, 
county roads within the last two years at 


a cost of from $825,000 to $350,000. The C 


number of miles built was from thirty to 
forty. 

Tho cost of the Union county roads is 
just about.five dollars for each individu- 
al in the county, including men, women 
and children. It isa fair statement, and 
I believe it to be quite true, that the peo- 
ple who pay for these roads would not 
have them taken up for $1,000,000, or 
three times the cost. Real property in 
Union county has increased iz value al- 


ready by reason of these roads all that 


they cost, and the roads are not yet com- 
pleted. 

„What we ask of New Jersey at this 
time is from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 for 
state roads, 200 miles to 300 miles in ex- 
tent, passing through the state from 
north to south and from east to west, 
opening up and improving: for the im- 
mediate benefit of our citizens—an im- 

vement in extent and benefit not to 
found in kind elsewhere in the United 
States. 

“The cost should become a state debt, 
to run at least twenty years. If not on 
the completion of the roads, certainly 
within the period of twenty years, the 
increase of taxes on property which does 
not now exist, but which will deyglop in 
improvements by reason of the roads, 


will pay the debt, and the number of 
persons to pay it will be 2,000,000 instead 


of 1,500,

Tux eastern syndicate of wholesale 
fruit dealers which 1s to plant about a 
square mile near Pomona in figs, bas 
made a close examination of the ques- 
tion and believes that fig culture is 
the most profitable investment in agri- 
culture to be made. These men un- 
doubtedly know what they are doing 
and, even if their estimates of $300 to 
$375 per acre are not realized, there is 
litile doubt that they will secure re- 
turns which will, within a few years, 
recoup their entire investment. 

Some Southern California fig growers 
bave made better returns than the 
figures named, notably Mr. Stewart of 
Downey, who has made a specialty of 
this crop. Los Angeles fruit crysta- 
lizecs have for several years been pay- 
ing $50 a ton for green figs, which, 
considering how heavy a bearer the 
fig tree is, amounts to a very large 
sum per acre. eae 

Fig trees were cultivated in Califor- 
nia by the old Mission fathers, but the 
variety planted by them was a black 
fig, which does not make an attractive 
dried article, although, when properly 
cured, it is quite palatable. During 
the past fifteen years several varieties 
of white figs have been introduced into 
the State, the two leading ones being 
the Smyrna and Ischia. It is still, 
however, claimed by some that we 
have not yet received the true Smyrna 
fig of commerce, although it is possible 
that the differences noted may be due 
to lack of knowledge of fertilization of 
the fruit and preparation of the crop. 

The fig is a remarkably early bearer 
in this section, it being a common 
sight to see figs on one-year-old cut- 
tings. The borticulturist does not, in 
this instance, baye to wait long years 
for a return. 

That our fig-growers have still much 
to learn in the matter of preparing the 
fruit for market is made plain in a let- 
ter from a New York correspondent of 
the Citrograph, in which he says: 


New York is a great fig m:rket, and last 
year received some 15,000 pounds from Cali- 
fornia. But they do not meeta ready sale, 
because their looks are against them, und 
they have not been properly cured. They 
are dry and have tough skins. For about 
five years now they huve been coming in 
trom California, and dealers say the 
quality has been slowly ~ 
though much is leit to de- 
sired. They sell in the market at from 6 to 
8 cents a pound, whereas the boxed im- 
ported figs cost the dealer from 11 — 15 
Now 
here ig a good opportunity for California to 
mprove its methods, especialiy while the 
McKinley bill gives an extra protection of 
a half oa pound, The American people 
eat $1,000,000 worth of figs yearly, and the 
market “is worth trying for. Ihe crystal- 
figs from California have done better, 
and they serve to show what may be 
achieved in other ways, if the proper care 
is tu ken. They come loosely packed in one 
and two-pouud boxes, and bring the highest 
price in the market—retuiling at 50 to 60 
cents a box. Let the fig-growers rub their 
eyes open wider, and take in the easy pos- 
sibilities of the future. 


California can, and u 


soon will, supply the United States 
with all the apricots, raisins, prunes, 
figs, olives, walnuts, almonds, wine, 
brandy and tin which the country con- 
sumes, also with a large portion of the 
oranges, lemons and sugar. By that 
time the income of the State from 
hese sources will indeed be an,im- 
perial one. 


THE MASTERY OF THE AIR. 


By the time that man has succeeded 
ia navigating the air and in producing 
rain at willhe will have a right to 
claim the mastery of the air as well as 
of the land and the sea. 

Attempts at aerial navigation have 
been mude for over a century, with lit- 
tle success as far as guiding an air- 
ship is concerned. The most re- 
c nt effort in this direction, by a man 
named Bartolomew, in Michigan, has 
proved a failure, the aeronaut being 
unable to change the course of the ves- 
sel against a current of wind. 

Improbable asit may seem, it looks 
now asif the production of rain arti- 
ficially would bs accom: ‘ished before 
aerial navigation has been made a suc- 
cess. The Government is going to 
make extensive experimentsin projuc- 
ing rain to order by the explosion of 
balloons filled with gas at a high alti- 
tude, and balloons for the purpose are 
now being made near Utica, N. Y. As 
ulready stated in these columns this 
plan --or something very similar—was 
first suggested by a Los Angeles man, 
four or five years ago. One hundred 


balloons, each ten feet in di- 
ameter, have already been made 
und shipped to Texas, where 


the experiments will be made, In a 
few words, the plan is to inflate a bal- 
loon with one part of oxygen gas and 
two parts of bydrogen gas. A small 
ordinary cartridge connected with two 
wires is placed in the balloon, and the 
whole is sent up. When the balloon is 
sufficiently high the carcridge is ex- 
ploded by means of elecricity sent 
through the wires, and the two gases 
unite, forming water. This serves 
as a nucleus to precipitate the 
moisture of the atmosphere, and there 
is rain. Last May Prof. Myers 
and Gen. Drydenforth made their first 
experiment in this line in a ravine a 
short distance from Utica. Then a few 
balloons were taken to Washington 
and in presence of several officers and 
scieatific men another experiment was 
held. It was a perfect success. Tue 
balloon was exploded, the gases ignited 
with a most terrific report and a bril- 
liant illumination. It rivaled the sun 
in brilliaucy. Prof. Meyers says that 
the explosion that would occur if a 
twenty-foot balloon were employed 
would cause the most terrific report 
ever heard on the earth. In the ex- 
periments to be performed in Texas 
there will be bombs of dynamite car- 
ried up by kites and exploded in the 
air, and mortars will discharge large 
quuntities of giant powder, !

This person is an Aus- 
tralian, now in Ohio, who claims to 
produce rain at will by means of an 
apparatus which he conceals in a small 
shed. A reporter of an Ohio paper 
secreted himself and watched the per- 
formance afew nights ago, but was 
unable to unravel the mystery. All 
be noticed was a long pipe 
pushed up in, the air, followed 
by a whirring 
after which a breeze appeared to. 
spring up from all directions, center- 
ing at the mysterious machine. The 
scheme is supposed to work through 
such a combination of chemicals or 
gases as to affect the character of the 
atinosphere, and change the tempert- 
ature, giving it an impetus toward the 
upper currents, through the action of 
some mechanism and the towering 
pipe, so that its effect would not be 
dissipated and lost near the earth. 

These experiments would scarcely be 
worth mentioning were it not that the 
inventor appears to have partially 
made his claim good. He produced 
rain twice last Sunday, and states that 
he will bring heavy rains on every 
Sunday in July and August. Further 
experiments in this direction will cer- 
taifly be watched with much in- 
terest.

Washes for Fences and Buildings. 
[American Farmer. | 

A good wash may be made from one 
peck of lime anda half pound each of 
sulphate of zinc and common salt. 
Siake the lime first, then add the 
other, and thin with water until it 
spreads eusily. Stir often, and if it 
gets too thick reduce or makenew. It 
is a hard wash, and adheres well, not 
rubbing off on the clothing of those 
who chance to touch it. It kept well 
mixed, it will not scale, unless the 
wood is so wet when it is applied that 
it does not strike in, or it has been re- 
duced until all thezincis gone. Crude 
petroleum is said to be a bettur wash, 
und some like it much better because 
it has not the glaring white color 
which the Other has. They are about 
equal id value as preservatives of the 
wood, With perhaps the weight .f evi- 
dence in favor of the petroleum, but 
this may be due to the ease of apply- 
ing alarger amount, which fills the 
pores of the wood. The potroleum 
cannot be easily obtained in small 
towns. |

With a 
heart throbbing’ with that delight that 
only the scholar or antiquarian who 
suddenly stumbles upon some precious 
relic of the past can ieel, he takes his 
treasure to the light, brushes away 
the cobwebs, smooths out thecrumpled 
pages, and metaphorically buries him- 
self in its contents. He sees columns 
of matter, evidently written under the 
influence of great public interest about 
a certain Mr. Peter Browning. He 
finds that Mr. waing shifts his lo- 
cation from Louisville to Cleveland, 
from Cleveland to Pittsburg, from 
Pittsburg to Cincinnati, and that his 
movements frequently occasion great 
excitement.

The Fig In California and Elsewhere. 

D. B. Wier, in Farm and Fireside, 
says: 

The first large fig tree I saw was on 
Rancho Chico, on the grand estate of 
Gen. Bidwell, at Chico, in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, perhaps the grandest 
private estate, horticulturally consid- 
ered, in the world. ‘he tree was 
about 35 feet tall and 45 feet 
through its head. and is said to have 
borne tons of fruit in a season, ripen- 


ing three crops every year. 


Everywhere, by the roadside, as a 
street tree, in the orchard, in the val- 
leys, on the hills, with culture, with 
neglect, on the driest soils, without 
water or with it, with no diseases or 
insects to trouble it or its fruit—all it 
asks is heat. This it must have in 
generous quantities to mature its fruit. 
Tue trees grow finely in the cool coust 
regions where there is not summer 
heat enough to ripen its fruit. 


We will now open Prof. Wickson’s 
new the Fruits of California,” 
and see what he says: , 

“The tig is perbaps the grandest 
fruit tree of Californias Its majestic 
size (I used to think the fla was asmall 
busb,) and its symmetry make it a 
crowning feature of the landscape, and 
its dense foliage renders the wide space 
embowered by it a harbor of refuge 
from midsummer heat. Meas- 
urements of large trees are abundant. 
At Knight’s Ferry, in Stanislaus 
county, there is,in the orchard of 
George A. Goodell, a fig tree sixty feet 
in height, with branches of such leagth 
as to shade a circle seventy feet in 
diameter. The trunk, at the base, is 
eleven feet around.“ 

Tuink of such a tree loaded three 
times each season so as to bend its 
branches to the ground with its rich 
fruit! But I must quote a little more: 

“The largest grove in the neighbor- 
hood of Knight’s Ferry, owned by G. 
H. Prouse, consists of fifteen massive 
biack fig trees, which, though set fifty 
feet apart, mingle their branches over- 
head and form a network through 
which, in summer, hardly a beam of 
light can pass. Beneath their branches 
at midday a heavy twilight prevails, 
and a person entering their shade from 
the sunlight without, experiences the 
sensation of entering a darksome cave. 
Such groves are frequently seen in the 
older parts of the Stute.“ 

Then follow measurements of the 
Gen. Bidwell tree, which I made a 
tairly good guess at as above. It is 
eleven feet in circumference a foot 
above the ground. The wide-spread- 
ing branches have been trained to- 
ward the ground, and taking root 
there, banyan-like, they now form a 
wonderful enclosure over one hundred 
and fifty feet in diameter. The tree is 
loaded every year.”

Suckers on Corn. 

It used to be a mistaken practice of 
farmers to pull suckers from coro, but 
it is not followed at present. The 
suckers were usually thrown upon the 
grown and wasted, though even if 
gathered and fed to the cows they po- 
sessed little nutriment.. Left on the 
corn until harvest some of them will 
bave nubbins of ears, und stalks much 
sweeter and richer than they have 
early in their growth. Often thesucker 
furnishes pollen that is needed to fer- 
tilize ears on the maiu stalk that have 
been belated. Cutting out the suckers 
in such cases, instead of increasing the 
amount on the ofiginal stalk, de- 
creases it.

mermo, right leg broken in two places 
and left legin one place, bruised about 
the head and fuce. 

Henry Gibberson, news agent on the 
west-bound train, is the only one of 
the injured whoit is feared will not 
recover. His left leg was badly 
crusbed, and was amputated below the 
knee, while he sustained internal in- 
juries, the extent of which caunot be 
de:ermined. 

Just how the accident occurred can- 
not be learned, but it is supposed to 
be the result. of Conductor Parro’s 
misunderstanding the orders.

Thejexpected has happened again. It 
was predicted in this paper last week that 
the railroads of the State would combine to 
resist that section of the new Chinese-regis- 
tration law which makes them liable for 
carrying Chinese persons not provided with 
certificates; It has deen explained 
the law imposes a severe penalty upon 
agents who sell tickets to Chinese persons 
without first demanding and examining the 
celestial’s clearance papers, and upon con- 
ductors who neglect to make a similar 
demand and examination. As but few 
Chinamen have yet complied with the regis- 
tration law, and many fad  occa- 
sion to move about from place to 
place unprovided with documents, the rail- 
road men found themseives violating the 
statute, and prosecutions became imminent. 
The railroad companies then boldly defied 
the law as unconstitutional. Agents and 
conductors of the Southern Pacific have 
been instructed to pay no attention to that 
law, but to treat Chinese persons the same 
as other people. So now the Chinaman 
can go if he can pay—with or without a 
certilicate.
